JEFFERSON CITY, April 26— 
The Quinn eight-member Highway | | 
Commission bill appeared without | | 
its disguise last night when the |: 
Senate Highway Committee re-| 


ported it in a form which would 
make possible the conversion of 
the State Highway Department 
into a gigantic political machine, 
which would have the spending of 
$40,000,000 to $60,000,000 a year. 


The 3500 employes below the 
rank of bureau heads would be 
chosen by a PDpolitically-appointed 
director, who would be respon- 
sible to Gov. Forrest Smith. The 
Governor would be in direct con- 
trol of the department for at least 
six years. 

It is no exaggeration to consider 
the plan as the most daring and 
brazen exhibition of partisan poli- 
tics in Missouri since the attempt- 
ed governorship steal in 1941. 

Throughtout the 28 years of its 
existence the department has been 
managed on a non-political basis. 
It has been administered by a 
chief engineer appointed by a bi- 
partisan commission of four 
members. Under the proposed bill, 
all administrative powers would 
be taken from the chief engineer 
and lodged in a director, who 
would be selected by a new com- 
mission appointed by Smith. 

How Committee Voted. 

Notwithstanding the very’ ap- 
parent political aspect of the bill, 
two Republican Sen*tors, J. E. 
Curry of Ava and W. R. Walker 
of Carrollton joined with the ma- 
jority of Democrats on the com- 
mittee in supporting it. Senator H. 
R. Williams of Cassville, Repub- 
lican and Senator Michael Kin- 
ney of St. Louis, Democrat, op- 
posed it. 

Democrats favoring it were Sen- 
ators Doyle Barrow of St. Joseph, 
William ee of Maywood and 
Harry J...Reyercomb of Shelbina. 
Committd@g .members absent and. 
thus not voting were Floyd R. 
Gibson of Kansas City, Edward V. 
Long of Bowling Green -nd D. W. 
Gilmore of Benton. Democrats, and 
M. C. Matthes of Hillsboro, Repub- 
lican. 

The proposal is to legislate out 
of office the four members of the 


present bipartisan commission, 


who have staggered terms and 
only one of whom was appointed 
by Smith, and to create a new bi- 
partisan commission of _ eight 
members, all appointed by Smith. 
This new commission would select 
the chief engineer, the assistant 
chief engineer and the bureau 
heads, — 

So far, the plan would appear 
to be merely continuing the pres- 
ent form of organization of the 
department under a Smith eight- 
man commission instead of the 
present four-man. The remaining 
provisions, however, bring out the 
dangers of the set-up proposed. 

Transfer of Power. 

Instead of keeping the admin- 
istration under the engineering 
staff, which in the 28 years never 
has been accused of injecting poli- 
tics, the bill would transfer ad- 
ministrative control to a director 
to he appointed by the commis- 
sion. He in turn would select all 
of the other employes, who would 
be responsible to him. | 

Although ostensibly and techni- 
cally appointed by the bipartisan

ENDURANCE FLYERS 
LAND AFTER SIX 
WEEKS IN THE AIR 


Bill Barris and Dick Riedel 
Spend 1008 Hours and 
One Minute Aloft. 


FULLERTON, Calif., April 26 
(AP)—Ending six full weeks in 
the air, Bill Barris and Dick Rie- 
del landed their monoplane at 
Fullerton Airport at 11:45 a.m. 
(2:45 p.m, St* Louis time). They 
had been in the air 1008 hours, 
one minute. 

Six weeks was the goal they 
set when they took to the air 
March 15 for their fourth try at 
exceeding the 10-year-old endur- 
ance record of 726 hours. 

Their three previous failures— 
once because of magneto trouble, 
twice because of ice on the car- 
buretor—had been costly and they 
were kept in the air only by con- 
tributions of $1 each from some 
2000 Fullerton citizens. 

A great cheer arose as a shot 
from the official timing stand an- 


the 1008-hour mark. Immediately, 
the plane started down on its ap- 
proach. 

Although the craft had lost its 
tail wheel over Florida, during a 
cross-country refueling hop, the 
landing was made without mis- 
hap. 


U.S. STEEL BOOSTS 
DIVIDEND TO $1.50, 
INCREASE OF 25 CTS. 


NEW YORK, April 26 (AP)~— 
Directors of United States Steel 
Corp. today declared an increased 
dividend of $1.50 a share payable 
June 10 to holders of record May 
5. Previous payments were $1.25 
quarterly. 
Net income for the first 1949 
quarter was $49,928,670, the high- 
est in nearly 20 years, equal to 
$5.01 a share. This compared with 
a revised figure of $27,857,341 or 
$2.48 a share in the similar period 
a year ago. 
In the third quarter of 1929, 
the’ company reported income of 
$51,575,350 or $5.57 a share. In the 
last three months of 1948 United 
States Steel showed net profit of 
$41,510,274 or $4.05 a share. 
Shipments of steel products for 
the initial 1949 period set a new 
record at 5,491,216 tons.

Body of Amherst (N.Y.) 
Woman, With Two 
Bullet Wounds, Discov- 
ered in River. 


ROCHESTER, N. Y., April 26 
(AP)—Monroe County authorities 
today disclosed that they were in- 


vestigating the murder of the wife 
of an Episcopal clergyman of Am- 
herst, a suburb of Buffalo. Her 
body was found in the Genesee 
river near ‘Brighton Saturday 
night. The 26-year-old woman, 
Mrs. Jean G. R. Gareis Hetenyi, 
had been shot twice. 

Her husband, the Rev. George 
Hetenyi, 40, was brought to Ro- 
chester for questioning after the 
victim was identified by finger- 
prints. 

No charges have been placed 
against the minister. He was 
locked up as a material witness 
after several hours questioning 
when he refused to view the body. 
Authorities said the clergyman 


| went “into a rage” and upset fur- 


nitire, tipped over a Iamp and 
roke a window in an anteroom 
at the jail when deputies attempt- 
ed to take him to the morgue. 

Later the Rev. Mr. Hetenyi 
viewed the body and identified it 
as his wife’s. He prayed over the 
body. 

In Amherst police reported find- 
ing a bullet hole in his car, and 
what they said appeared to be 
blood stains. 

Sheriff Albert Skinner said the 
Rev. Mr. Hetenyi said he last had 
seen his wife Friday night when 
he took her to a Buffalo psychia- 
trist and then returned with her 
to their apartment in Amherst. 
He said he knew nothing of her 
movements after that, but that 
on previous occasions Mrs. Heten- 
yi had disappeared for periods of 
three or four days. The Hetenyi’s 
have two small children. 

Two .25-caliber bullets were ex- 
tracted from the body. Police 
Chief Vincent Conklin of Brighton 
said the case was “definitely a 
homicide.” ; 

Amherst police said they had re- 
ceived calls to the Hetenyi home, 
the latest April 16 when Policeman 
Floyd Klein quoted Mrs. Hetenyi 
as saying her husband had chased 
her out. Klein said the woman 
told him she was “considering a 
divorce.” He talked with her ata 
neighbor’s apartment. 

Detective Sylvester Delaney of 
the Buffalo police quoted the Rev. 
Mr. Hetenyi as saying that “my 
wife and I haven’t been living 
together.” 

Meanwhile in Oakland, Calif., 
Mr. and Mrs. William O. Gareis, 
parents of the dead woman, said 
she formerly was a symphony vio- 
linist and Sunday school teacher 
there. They said she married the 
Rev. Mr. Hetenyi in Oakland in 
1945 and that later they moved to 
Texarkana, Ark., before transfer- 
ring to upstate New York. They 
said she formerly was married to 
a United States Navy seaman, 
Milton Vickory, who was killed 
in the battle of Leyte gulf. 

Oakland police said the Hunga- 
rian minister came to the United 
States in 1938 and at one time 
preached in Richmond, Calif. At 
Oakfield, N. Y., it was reported the 
Rev. Mr. Hetenyi formerly was 
rector of St. Michael’s Church 
there.

Phone Co. Seeks Goodby to ‘Hello,’ 
Wants Talkers ‘On Their Tones’ 


That mysterious person, “Hello,” 
who has been answering all tele- 
phone calls since the instrument 
was invented by Alexander Gra- 
ham Bell, is about to be elimi- 


nated, 

An educational campaign 
against the use of the word “hello” 
is currently being conducted by 
the Southwestern Bell Telephone 
Co., which has issued two pam- 
phiets on correct telephone usage 
and has assigned two of its em- 
ployes to discuss, with industrial 
groups, the finer points of speak- 
ing into a mouthpiece. 

Instead of dallying with one ér 
more “hellos” the person who lifts 
the receiver should get right to the 
point, with “Mr. Brown speaking,” 
or “shipping department, O’Brien 
speaking,” the booklets point out. 

There are 19 other rules to be 
followed in the interests of cour- 


tesy and efficiency, including 
speaking directly into the trans- 
mitter in a well-modulated voice, 
use of the word “goodby” before 
hanging up and gentle replace- 


ment of the receiver on the hook. 

Some telephone talkers have 
“lazy lips,” the pamphlet warns. 
They are hard to understand. “You 
can smile with your voice,” it adds. 
“You can laugh, you can frown 
or glower with it. Unless you're 
on your tones, so to speak, it can 
betray you, maybe toss in a frown 
for a smile.” 

Bad as the American habit of 
answering telephone calls by 
“hello” is, company officers are 
inclined not to condemn it so much 
as the English custom of starting 
out with, “Are you there?” 

Because, of course, if you are 
not there, there is no point in con- 
tinuing the conversation.

SHANGHAI, April 26 (AP)—The 
United States Navy pulled its 
heavy ships out of Shanghai today 
to avoid involvement in China’s 
c:vil war. Communist armies 
moved on this great city and 
spurred their offensive south- 


ward, 

The British followed the Ameri- 
can lead-and withdrew warships 
of their Shanghai force. Move- 
ment of the ships into the Yangtze 
estuary will put them out of ar-

cans ignored the demands of 
Mayor Joseph M. Darst, made 
earlier in the day at a meeting of 
representatives of both factions of 
the board, that the controversy 
among the aldermen be ended, be- 
cause the “welfare of the city is 
above partisan matters.”

If 
they can’t agree, the next step is 
to go to court and determine who 
is right.” 

The Democratic and Republican 
aldermanic groups each has elect- 
ed its own separate slate of board 
officers and employes and each 
claims majority control of the 
board and says its organization is 
the authentic one. 


BRITISH LINER SINKS | 
ON MAIDEN TRIP TO 
SOUTH ATLANTIC 


RIO DE JANEIRO, April 26 
(AP)—The British luxury liner 
Magdalena sank today off Brazil. 

At least 97 of its crew of 237 
had been rescued by late after- 
noon, and it was not possible at 
that time to say how many, if any, 
were lost. 

The 17,500-ton ship of the Royal 
Mail Line, which had been’ en 
route home from its maiden voy- 
age to the South Atlantic, went 
down off Itaipu beach in Guana- 


bara bay. Launched only a year 
ago, the $8,000,000 ship was bad- | 
ly damaged when it grounded on 
a rock yesterday. All 358 passen- 
gers were taken off but the crew | 
remained aboard for salvage oper- | 
ations. | 

The liner, refloated from the | 
rock today, broke in two. The 
two sections were partly sub- 
merged, but two Brazilian destroy- 
ers put lines aboard and attempted 
to tow them to safety before they 


sank.

The Communist radio 
in Peiping reported that two Na- 
tionalist armies, the Twentieth 
and Ninety-ninth, had been wiped 
out. Two towns, Thing, 85 miles 
west of here, and Chingtal, 60 
miles southwest of Nanking, were 
captured, the Reds said. 

The Communist broadcast re- 
ported the ‘Nanking - Hangchow 
highway had. been cut, Govern- 
ment garrison “headquarters said 
Red advance units were around 
Soochow (Wuhsien), 40 miles west 
of here. 

Red capture of Thing, 
west bank of Lake Tai, would 
mean the Communists were half 
way to Hangchow, where some 
300,000 government troops are be- 
lieved dug in.

It was followed | 
down the muddy Whangpoo by 
the troopship Chilton, carrying 
one battalion of marines; a de- 
stroyer tender, a repair ship, 4a 
seaplane tender, several tankers 
and a number of landing craft. 

The British heavy cruiser Lon- 
don and the destroyer Constance, 
both shelled by Communist shore 
guns on the Yangtze last week, 


also moved out, 

Withdrawal of the American 
and British naval craft came less 
than 24 hours after the Commu- 
nist radio demanded that the “ag- 
gressive military forces” of the 
two “imperialist” nations get out 
of China. 

It is known that the United 
States has two cruisers and sev- 
eral destroyers of its Western Pa- 
cific fleet in the Hast China sea

WASHINGTON, April 26 (AP)— 
German political leaders were 
promised today that the United 
States, Britain and France will 
hold only a loose rein on the new 
west German federal state. 

The State Department made 
public the full terms of a Big 
Three agreement on what controls 
will be retained. The department 
said the occupation powers will 
limit themselves mostly to a su- 
pervisory role after the provision- 


al government is set up, possibly 


by July 15. 

The way was cleared for crea- 
tion of the new state yesterday 
when western German leaders 
settled differences among them- 
selves which for months blocked 
final drafting of a constitution. 
This seemingly removed the threat 
of collapse for the wholé.plan to 
give self-government to the 45,000,- 
000 western Germans. Such a 


collapse would have been a hard 
blow to the West in the struggle 
with Soviet Russia over Ger- 
many’s future. 

Gratified at the break in the 
deadlock, the State Department 
decided to publish the text of an 
agreement reached here April 8 
by Secretary of State Dean Ache- 
son, British Foreign Secretary 
Ernest Bevin and French Foreign 
Minister Robert Schuman to 
merge the three occupation zones 
and substitute civilian control for 
military rule. 

Other Big Three agreements on 
|Germany had already been made 
| public and the basic terms of the 
'latest were disclosed in advance. 
This time, however, the State De- 
partment supplemented its an- 
nouncement with a_ statement 
which made a strong bid for Ger- 
man co-operation.

Federal Housing Administrator, 
in his. suit against the Arabian 
American Oil Co. 

Moffett had claimed compensa-

The court noted that Moffett 
had an intimate friendship with 
Roosevelt, who had appointed him 
federa’ administrator. He also 
gave credence to Moffett’s claim 
that he was selected by the oil 
company to represent it in Wash- 
ington because of his long experi- 
ence and expert knowledge in 
foreign affairs and the oil indus- 
try. 

Judge Conger added his belief 
that the oil company selected 
Moffett” as much, if not more, for 
his close relations with the Presi- 
dent.” 

The judge ruled that the Mof- 
fett services “are the kind that 
the law says may not be com- 
pensated for.” 

Moffett’s counsel promptly an- 
nounced. an appeal would. be 
taken. 

Moffett, retired oil company ex- 
ecutive, had claimed that as a 
result of his intercessions in 
Washington in 1941, the British 
were required to make certain 
payments to King Ibn Saud out 
of a $450,000,000 loan granted by 
this country.

SULLIVAN RESIGNS, 
ASSAILS JOHNSON 
ACTION ON CARRIER 


Calls Order to Halt Work 
on Super Craft ‘Arbi- 
trary — Says Navy 
Wasn’t Consulted. 


WASHINGTON, April 26 (AP)— 
Secretary of the Navy John L, Sul 
livan resigned today with a blast 
at Secretary of Defense Louis A. 
Johnson for blocking the Navy’s 
plan to build a super aircraft -car- 
rier. 

In a letter to Johnson, Sullivan 
called the Defense Secretary’s or- 
der to halt work on the carrier 
“arbitrary” and said it was taken 
without even consulting the Navy. 

Sullivan added: “The conviction 
that this will result in a renewed 
effort to abolish the Marine Corps 
and to transfer all Naval and Ma- 
rine aviation elsewhere adds to 
my anxiety.” 

Sullivan’s office made this letter 
public shortly after President 
Truman accepted his resignation. 

The White House made public 
an exchange of letters between 
Sullivan and the President which 
said nothing about the carrier. 

Sullivan wrote Truman: “More 
deeply than words can express, I 
regret the circumstances that pre- 
vent me from continuing in my 
present post to help :ou in your 
magnificent efforts.” Sullivan 
asked that the resignation be 
made effective “at the earliest 
date convenient to you.” 

Truman, replying, wrote he 
deeply regretted “that you feel im- 
pelled to relinquish your post.” 
The President left the effective 
date to Sullivan. 

Sullivan is known to have dis- 
cussed his resignation in a talk 
with the President yesterday. 

His action, which had been ex- 
pected, is based on his belief that 
the Navy is not being given prop- 
er consideration in defense policv. 

Johnson’s order to 3stop work on 
the $189,000,000 carrier was just 
one of a series of incidents against 
which Sullivan was protesting, as- 
sociates said.

REICH AGREEMENT 


FRANKFURT, Germany, April 
26 (AP)—An anti-Communist fed- 
eral republic of western Germany 
is due to come into being this 
summer. 

The west German state, forged 
from the three Allied occupation 
zones, will have a population sec- 
ond only to the Soviet Union on 
European continent. More 
than 46,000,000 people live within 
its borders. 

The final obstacles to forma- 
tion of a German republic free 
of military government were over- 
come in a six-hour conference last 
night between west German po- 
litical leaders and the three west- 
ern military governors. The an- 
nouncement was made at a press 
conference by Gen. Lucius D. 
Clay, American military governor. 
Clay set the target date for the 
birth of the republic as July 15— 
four months after the date set 
last year by the western Allies. 

Accord Ignores Russia. 

The accord ignores Russia, 
which occupies almost a third of 
the prewar Reich. The republic 
will be made up of the individual 
German states in the American, 
British and French occupation 
zones. 

Western German leaders, while 
going along with the Allies in 
formation of the republic, insist 
they want to see all Germany 
united eventually. They theorize 
hopefully that a prosperous west 
German state will prove a magnet 
to Germans in the Soviet zone and 
kill any Russian hope of estab- 
lishing a popular Communist re- 
gime. 

Russia, which has been bitter 
in its opposition to a seemingly 
final splitting of Germany, has 
made many efforts to prevent for- 
mation of a west German state. 

The attempts to frame a con- 
stitution to prepare for setting up 
the west German republic have 
bumped into many knotty prob- 
lems. There were disagreements 
between the Allies and the Ger- 
mans and bitter arguments be- 
tween Germans of varying shades 
of political opinions. But the cloud 
that hung over the preparatory 
work was dispelled with a brief 
announcement from Clay: 

“We have reconciled all differ- 
ences between the _ occupation 
powers and the Germans, and the 
Germans have reconciled all dif- 
ferences between themselves.” 

A similar announcement was 
made by Dr. Konrad Adenauer, 
leader of the conservative Chris- 
tian Democratic party and head 
of the German Assembly which 
has been working for eight 
months at Bonn to write a con- 
stitution. 

A Major Inducement. 

One of the chief inducements 
to the Germans in forming the 
republic is a promise that the 
military governments will end 
with the birth of the state and 
that they will have a high degree 
of autonomy in domestic affairs. 
Germans have expressed Delief 
they will be allowed more partici- 
pation in their own affairs than 
they had under the direct admin- 
istration of the military govern- 
ments, 

They have taken hope also from 
two statements in the occupation 
statute, or interim peace treaty, 
that will go into effect when the 
government is set up: 

1. That the Allies “desire and 
intend” the German people to 
“enjoy self-government to the 
maximum possible degree” con- 
sistent with the occupation. 

2. That the Allies will review 
the statute within 18 months 
with a view to extending Ger- 
man jurisdiction over their own 
affairs. 

The Germans attending yester- 
day’s conference with the military 
governors represented all political 
factions at the Bonn Assembly 
except the Communists.

Mrs. Garnier appeared at the in-, 
quest but refused to testify on 
constitutional grounds. 

Chief witness at the inquest was 
Edna Austin, Owen’s maid who 
rushed to his side after the 
shooting. | 

Miss Austin testified that late 
that afternoon Owen and Mrs. | 
Garnier engaged in a heated dis- 
cussion. Later, she said, she’ 
heard the word “glasses” men- | 
tioned several times. 

In an earlier statement to police, | 
Mrs. Garnier said the discussion | 
started over a set of cocktail | 
glasses Miss Rich had_ given 
Owen. Miss Rich’s name was not! 
mentioned at the inquest. 

Asked if she thought Owen was 
drunk, Miss Austin replied, “I| 
don’t think so. I couldn’t tell.” | 
She added, though, that Owen | 
had been drinking. Deputy Sher- | 
iff Gilbert Crowell, who arrived at 
Owen’s ranch in response to a 
call from Mrs. Garnier, testified 
she told him: 

“T had to do it, It was either 
him or me. He was drunk. He 
hit Me several times and knocked 
my earrings off.”

In Bribe Illegal, 
High Court Told 


WASHINGTON, April 26 (AP)— 
The Supreme Court was told yes- 
terday two men involved in a pro 
football gambling scandal were 
illegally convicted of bribery.

To fight the proposal, the Amer- 


ican Medical Association, leader 
of the battle against the plan, is 
now raising a fund, which it hopes 
will total $3,500,000, by levying an 
assessment of $25 on each of its 
approximately 140,000 members. 

The money is to be used, said 
an official A.M.A. statement, for 
“education of the American people 
as to the present quality of med- 
ical service in our country, as to 
the inevitable deterioration, as 
shown in other countries, asso- 
ciated with a governmental sys- 
tem of medical care, and also to 
accelerate in every way possible 
the enrollment of the people in 
voluntary hospitalization and med- 
ical care plans.” 

Voluntary insurance plans, A. 

A. leaders think, have the 

advantages of assuring local con- 
trol and administration of medi- 
cal care, while providing the 
American people adequate protec- 
tion against ine costs of illness 
and accident. The A.M.A., which 
bitterly opposed the voluntary 
plans for several years after they 
were first introduced, now re- 
gards them as “a logical evolu- 
tion from the existing institutions 
in the United States.” 

’ Growth of Voluntary Plans. 

In putting its money on volun- 
tary insurance, the A.M.A. is hop- 
ing that enough Americans will 
enroll to make compulsory insur- 
ance unnecessary. The growth of 
voluntary plans, the first of which 
was organized only 20 years ago, 
has been phenomenal. About 52,- 
000,000 Americans now are Mmem- 
bers of pre-paid hospitalization 
plans, the A.M.A. says, 32,000,000 
in Blue Cross plans and 20,000,000 
in plans of private insurance com- 


37,000,000 persons have 
joined pre-paid partial medical 
and surgical care plans, the 
A.M.A. says, and about 9,000,000 
persons have complete, compre- 
hensive coverage. Proponents of 
national health insurance dispute 
the accuracy of those figures, 
asserting that only 4,000,000 Amer- 
icans have complete coverage. 

The <A.M.A.’s_ presently § an- 
nounced enrollment goal is 80,000,- 
000 persons, each of whom would 
be covered by insurance for some 
hospital and doctor bills. That 
total is about 70,000,000 less than 
the total population of the United 
States. Federal Security Adminis- 
trator Oscar R. Ewing has 
,asserted that just that number, 
70,000,000, are unable to afford 
comprehensive voluntary insur- 
ance, and for that reason, com- 
pulsory national insurance is nec- 
essary. He based his computation 
on the assumption that persons 
with incomes of $3000 a year or 
less cannot afford voluntary pre- 
miums. In 1939, the A.M.A. issued, 
and promptly withdrew, an esti- 
mate that persons making $3000, 
in 1939 money, could not meet all 
costs of medical ,¢are. 

Limited Insurance Plan. 


For persons who cannot pay 
voluntary plan premiums, whom 
the A.M.A, has labeled “medically 
indigent” without defining the 
term precisely, the organization 
proposes insurance with govern- 
ment subsidies paid to voluntary 
plans. States would set up medi- 
cal care authorities to receive and 
distribute any Federal funds that 
might be made available for the 
purpose. 

The A.M.A. has made no esti- 
mate of the number of Americans 
it considers medically indigent. 
Advocates of national health in- 
gurance say the term is insulting 
and ridiculous if it applies to the 
70,000,000 persons Ewing says are 
unable to pay voluntary plan 
premiums. 

A further objection to the 
A.M.A, scheme raised by labor 
union proponents of national 
health insurance is that under 
it, Americans with low incomes 
would have to “submit to the in- 
dignity of a means test” to prove 
that they couldn’t afford to pay 
for the medical care they ought 
to have. “We don’t want charity,” 
union spokesmen have said. 

There are 91 Blue Cross hos- 
pitalization plans, 63 Blue Shield 
medical and surgical fee plans, 
plus those offered by private in- 
surance companies. Each of the 
various Blue Cross organizations 
is a separate entity, and benefits, 
premium rates and requirements 
for enrollment vary widely from 
place to place. 

Pian in St. Louis Area, 

Blue Cross plan for this area 
is Group Hospital Service, which 
has about 1,125,000 members. 
About 175,000 persons have joined 
the newer Missouri Medical Serv- 
ice, which pays some doctor bills. 
Area served by both plans is all of 
Missouri (except 19 northwestern 
counties) and the southern third 
of Illinois. 

For $4,25 a month, a member 
of both plans gets for himself 
and his family 60 days of hospital 
care each year in a two-bed room, 
medicines and drugs, except blood, 
$1400 worth of physicians’ care in 
a hospital, and certain X-ray and 
other services. Under the Presi- 
dent’s proposal, complete care, in- 
cluding home and office calls, 
would be offered for amounts 

from less than a dollar 
@ month to a maximum of $6 a 
month, matched by employers.

if they wish. There are no provi- 
sions for dental care or special 
nursing. 

Most important, the plan does 
not provide payments for preven- 
tive care, or for visits to patients’ 
homes or doctors’ offices, except 
in accident cases. Result is that 
persons covered by the plan want 
to get into already over-crowded 
hospitals so their insurance will 
take care of their doctors’ bills. 

After an exhaustive analysis of 
the voluntary plans 18 months 
ago, Louis S. Reed, United States 
Public Health Service economist, 
said in a report praised by many 
Blue Cross leaders: 

“It is evident that the plans 
will not be able to enroll the en- 


tire self-supporting population, 
though in some states they may 
make appreciable headway in this 
direction. By themselves, they 
will not be able t@ solve the en- 
tire problem.” 


Some Blue Cross leaders agree, 
and have suggested that. govern- 
mental agencies provide subsidies 
for the plans or require members 
of certain parts of the population 
to enroll. 

Reed also arrived at the $3000- 
a-year dividing line for those who 
can afford comprehensive care, 
and found a number of other 
shortcomings in the plans. Inertia 
and indifference are going to keep 
out a lot of people who could 
join, and self-employed persons, 
farmers and others not on a large 
payroll are difficult to reach, he 
pointed out. 

Waste, Disputes. 

In the administration of the 
plans, Reed found, there’s a lot of 
waste motion, which means 
wasted money, stemming from in- 


adequate co-ordination and jeal- 
ousies and jurisdictional disputes 
between individual plans. The 
A.M.A., which disapproved a 
strong national Blive Cross-Blue 
Shield company last December, 
finally is trying to work out a 
system more efficient than the 
present one. 

Pointing out that the plans are 
very new and are still suffering 
severe growing pains, Reed ap- 
proved their basic formulas and 
said, “In general and with some 
exceptions, the plans are well con- 
ducted and efficiently adminis- 
tered, and are rendering an im- 
portant contribution. 

“The usefulness of the plans to 
the general public, however, must 
be understood in the light of the 
fact that the plans have enrolled 
proportionately more of the well- 
to-do than of the lower income 
groups and of urban than of rural 
people.” 

Summary of Two Bills. 


The American Medical Associa- 
tion has drawn up a 12-point pro- 
gram of its own for the improve- 
ment of the nation’s health, much 
of which is embodied in two bills 
pending in Congress. One Dill 
was introduced by a group of five 
Senators led by Lister Hill, of 
Alabama, usually pro-Administra- 
tion Democrat. The other was 
introduced by three Republican 
conservatives, Senators Taft of 
Ohio, Donnell of Missouri and 
Smith of New Jersey. 

Both measures would make 
Federal funds available for the 
payment of voluntary insurance 
plan premiums for persons unable 
to pay themselves. The Taft- 
Donnell-Smith measure also would 
provide more than $1,250,000,000 
for a five-year period for aid to 
states for construction of hos- 
pitals and extension of special 
medical services, and would give 
Federal subsidies to medical stu- 
dents. The Hill measure calls for 
“development of plans” for exten- 
sion of special medical services. 

With the exception of the issue 
of national compulsory or local 
voluntary health insurance, the 
A.M.A.’s program is much like 
President Truman’s and principal 
differences are largely those of 
amounts of money to be made 
available, timing and, in some de- 
gree, method.

First Big Case as Judge. 

The Communist conspiracy trial 
is the first big case in which 
Judge Medina has presided.

He has 
told friends that he has never fig- 
ured out why President Truman 
picked him. He has never been 
active politically. 

His seat on the $15,000 a year 
federal bench means more to 
Judge Medina than the $100,000 
a year law practice he dropped in 
a hurry when he was appointed. 
Once during this trial, he referred 
to “the great day” that he be- 
came a federal judge. 

Judge Medina is a dead ringer 
for Adolph Menjou of the movies. 
He is suave and has the elegance 
of expression that comes with a 
fine classical education and a 
saturation with the philosophy of 
law. . 

The judge was born in Brooklyn 
61 years ago. His father came to 
New York as a boy from Yucatan, 
Mexico. His mother is descended 
from the early Dutch settlers ot 
New York. He attended the pub- 


ton in 1909, and then attended the 
law school af Columbia. 
Lawver’s Lawyer. 

He was a lawyer’s lawyer for 
most of his professional life, argu- 
ing appeals for other attorneys. 
The last big case he handled as a 
private attorney was the United 
States Supreme Court appeal of 
Joe Fay and James Bove, the con- 
victed labor racketeers. He at- 
tacked their conviction on the 
ground that New York’s “blue rib- 
bon” jury system was unconsti- 
tutional, and he came close to out- 
lawing that system. He lost his 
case in a five-to-four verdict. 

Judge Medina, as an attorney, 
was known for his “cram course,” 
which he conducted privately sev- 
eral times a year for candidates 
for the bar examinations in New 
York. Between 1914, when he be- 
gan this side line, to 1942, when 
he dropped it, 39,788 students paid 
$35 each for his six-week course 
of lectures. 

The rapier thrusts between Judge 
Medina and defense attorneys in 
the early days of the Communists’ 
trial sometimes reached brilliant 
heights of legal colloquy, and fre- 
quently bordered on contempt ci- 
tations. The attorneys excelled 
in well-mannered and lofty vitu- 
peration of the judge, and the 
judge outdid them in the literary 
magnificence of his rebukes.

Missouri Representative Clarence Can- 
non should win a special award from 
Russia for extraordinary service to Com- 
munism. 

He has provided the Russians their 
finest piece of anti-American propagan- 
da in a long time by his speech before 
the House saying, in effect, that war 
with Russia is certain, that we must 
atom-bomb them within a week after 
war starts, and that we should arm Eu- 
rope so it can do our fighting for us. 

“Time” called it a foolish, tactless 


‘'speech—a low-order expression in an 


isolationist side street. 

The Milwaukee Journal says Cannon 
could hardly have done much more dam- 
age to the United States if he had sunk 
a half-dozen naval vessels, and that he 
did a decided disservice to the demo- 
cratic cause. 

The reason is obvious. The Russians 
have used Cannon’s words to convince 
their people that America is promoting 
and planning to use the atom bomb. 
And they’ve used it to convince Ger- 
many, France and Italy that we are in- 
terested in them only as cannon fodder 
against Russia. 

If Cannon has not yet learned that 
isolationism is dead in this era of round- 


‘the-world bombers, he’ll never learn.

Since People Will Gamble 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Why not solve the perplexing prob- 
lem of illegal gambling and at the same 
time augment the city treasury by es- 
tablishing a municipal casino, where 
those who can afford to gamble can try 
their luck at roulette, chemin de fer, 
canasta argentina, or even the prosaic 
lotto and bingo, with the City of St. 
Louis as the house, and all profits going 
to finance slum clearance, the riverfront 
memorial, and the general operation of 
the city? 

Such a monopoly on gambling has 
worked well in Eire, Chile and Argen- 
tina.’ In Eire, the hospitals were built 
and are financed on proceeds from lot- 
teries. The University of Concepcion 
and the Chilean Red Cross are both op- 
erated with ‘funds granted them by the 
lottery of Concepcion. Vina del Mar, 
Chile, is financed almost entirely by its 
Casino Municipal, where one can buy 
chips for as little as 5 cents apiece or as 
much as $20. . 

Naturally, the municipal casino must 
be well organized. It need not and ought 
not to be a “dive.” Well policed and 
barred to drunkards and those who ob- 
viously cannot afford to lose, it can be 
a model of decorum, sobriety and ele- 
gance.’ , 

Moreover, a municipally operated 
gambling enterprise will definitely alien- 
ate the people of St. Louis from the pro- 
fessional gambler. 

After all, if we have to lose, is it not 
better to lose to the city, which freely 
gives us the Public Library, the Zoo, 
Shaw’s Garden and the Art Museum? 
Besides, with the increased revenue 
from gambling, the city can easily do 
away with the cigarette tax and the in- 
come tax. | 

Of course, this proposal is bound to 
arouse tne ire of our puritanical breth- 
ren, who fallaciously maintain that 
gambling is intrinsically immoral.

An Intolerable Situation 


Republican members of the Board of Aldermen 
made a grave mistake when they “organized” 


‘their “own” board and set May 3 as its next 


meeting date. Democratic members may have 
given provocation when they organized by them- 
selves, but there is no justification for a second 
board. F 

There are now two issues in this humiliating 
deadlock. 

The first is the question of who is entitled to 
the two disputed seats which determine the 
majority in the board. 

The second issue is the resort to extreme par- 
tisanship to the extent that some members are 
willing to split the board in two and make the 
City of St. Louis ridiculous wherever the facts 
become known. 

Just as is sometimes the case in public utility 
labor disputes, when the effect of a strike be- 
comes more important than its cause, so now is 
this intolerable situation at City Hall of much 
graver concern than settlement of the row over 
the two seats in dispute. 

The larger issue involves not only the reputa- 
tion and dignity of St. Louis, but the very in- 
tegrity of the community. The payment of the 
municipality’s bills, the meeting of its payroll 
—all these things are at stake. 

The new City Comptroller, Milton Carpenter, 
has called on the City Counselor, James E. Crowe, 
to determine his proper course in the payment 
of just obligations to see that the “city’s credit 
remains unimpaired.” 

The retiring board, following past procedure, 
passed a resolution at its last meeting on April 8, 
authorizing the Comptroller to pay bills, pend- 
ing the adoption of the 1949-50 budget ordinance. 
That proceduré is up in the air with two boards 
of aldermen. 

The 1949-50 budget ordinance is scheduled to 
be introduced Friday. That meeting for that 
important purpose is put under serious embar- 
rassment by the willful, partisan act of the re- 
belling members. 

Mayor Darst, as the Post-Dispatch said yester- 


day, has acted fairly in his attempt to lift the. 


differences above the squabbles of partisan poli- 
tics. He called together a working group of four 
Republicans and four Democrats and asked them 
to formulate a plan to end the dispute and get 
the board back together again. One of the Re- 
publicans he called in was the Board President 
Albanese. 

Yet the Republicans, unmoved by this plea 
above partisanship, deliberately organized their 
own board and named three board employes! 

Do the Aldermen of both parties realize what 
they are doing? 

Would they be following this same rash course 
if they were in the Missouri Legislature? Would 
they try to split the assembly in two and humili- 
ate the state? 

Or suppose they were in the national Con- 
gress and after an election two or three seats 
were in dispute and control hung thereby. Would 
they set up a second Congress on party lines? 

The rout of the party which attempted to 
steal the governorship tells what would happen 
were this going on at Jefferson City. 

The City Charter provides for one Board of 
Aldermen. Yet for a week St. Louis has had 
two boards—or perhaps none at all. 

_Members of both parties should get together 
again and end this deadlock forthwith.

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Navahos Aren’t Named Joe 
We don’t expect it to do any permanent good 


for the Navajo Indians to succeed in getting the 


spelling of their name changed to Navaho—an 
h instead of a j. The advisory board of their 
tribal council is reported “sick and tired” of 
Navajos being called Joes, and wants the word 
spelled as Americans pronounce it, not as the 
Spaniards spelled it. 

From what we know of their tribal language, 
Americans are not going to call Navahos Nava- 
hos just on account of any h. It’s tod long. The 
thing to look for is whether the word sounds 
all right in familiar salute, and “Hey, Navaho” 
doesn’t. 

By contrast, ,“Hey, Joe” is pure American. It’s 
as authentically U.S.A. as the “Hey, Yank” or 
“Hey, buddy” of the First World War. In the 
Second World War the word was Joe itself, G.I. 
Joe. War or peace, a lot of informal business is 
transacted in this country all the time with 
“Hey, you.” 

And the Navahos might remind themselves 
what American-speaking people are likely to do 
when they are frustrated in their search for an 
easy name. They resort to “Hey, Mac.” The 
advisory board of the tribal council might figure 
out how much of that it could take on without 
becoming sick and tired of not going back to 


Joe. 
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More Than a Clean-up Job 


How much good does it do to clean up a slum 
without tearing it down? St. Louis will find out 
when the Health Division completes its con- 
certed descent on “Sheridan Neighborhood,” a 
run-down district of some 20,000 people between 
Grand and Jefferson, Delmar and Cass. Efforts 
will be made to install effective rat control, to 
eliminate outdoor toilets, to discourage chicken- 
raising, to reduee rubbish accumulations and to 
eliminate fire hazards. 

This drive is an expression of the policy more 
fully embodied in the minimum standards hous- 
ing ordinance, which takes effect a year hence. 
Because it will take years to replace the sub- 
standard housing in which nearly 100,000 St. 
Louis families live, the policy of the standards 
ordinance and the clean-up campaign is to make 
living in slums more tolerable meanwhile. 

The Health Division says at the outset that 
the clean-up effort is no substitute for new hous- 
ing. It is not deceived by the real estate lobby’s 
propaganda that the slums have been licked in 
Baltimore, which has made a particularly reso- 
lute clean-up and slum-improvement effort. In 
that connection, some remarks by two Baltimore 
Sun writers in the Atlantic monthly‘are also 
pertinent to St. Louis: 

The slums in Baltimore remain slums, 
with not a single new dwelling in all the 
jam-packed blocks. Some houses have been 
patched up, to be sure, and there is less 
sewage standing in backyard puddles, but 
the blight remains. The sense of achieve- 
ment that comes with getting a particularly 

" dilapidated house repaired is offset by the 
knowledge that the occupants of the house 
are still sleeping three and four to a bed, 
with all the hazards that accompany over- 
crowding. 

‘Clean-up efforts are worth making, but 

cleaner slums are still slums. They contribute 
little city taxes and eat up a lion’s share of city 
funds, and the clean-up effort itself costs tax 
money. We trust, therefore, that the Sheridan 

Neighborhood experiment will not distract atten- 

tion from St. Louis’ need to be ready for early 


and full participation in the public housing and 
slum clearance program that is on its way 


‘ through Congress. 
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Four Years After San Francisco 

The girders of a monumental United Nations’ 
headquarters are going up beside New York’s 
East River. Yet although the UN has just now 
celebrated only its fourth anniversary, spectators 
are not awed by the progress of the work on 
what once was described as the capitol of the 
world. Some of them, indeed, are wondering 
whether the UN will hold together long enough 
to move into the buildings. There is speculation 
as to whether they may not prove even more 
useless than the white palace on the greensward 
running up from the Lake of Geneva. 

The spirit of today is very different from that 
which prevailed on those fine spring days in 
San Francisco four years ago. - In spite of a con- 
sciousness of some difficulties ahead, it was pos- 
sible then to believe that the flags of the nations 
would always be massed as they were in the 
handsome opera house. The delegates were 
toasting each other in champagne. 

V-E day and V-J day were still in the future. 
It did not seem unreasonable that the partner- 
ship of the battlefield should be carried on after 
the sword was sheathed. The UN was not ex- 
pected to draft treaties. 
keep the peace once that had been arranged. 
But so far, treaties have been signed only with 
the lesser enemy states. The disagreement of the 
Soviet Union with its Western allies has wid- 
ened into the cold war. And the UN has never 
drawn a breath of the atmosphere in which it 
was supposed to live. 

There can be no argument about the fact that, 
in this situation, the UN has lost prestige. The 
veto—which in the beginning was regarded 
largely as a device for reassuring the United 
States Senate and which was opposed primarily 
by the small powers as a limitation of their sov- 
ereignty—has been turned into a paralyzing de- 
vice by the Russians. Their representatives have 
used it no less than 30 times. 

So it is not surprising that other governments 
should have come to doubt the efficacy of the 
UN. The most recent evidence of this is the 
Atlantic Pact. While this fits into the letter of 
the UN law, it obviously is a device adopted 
only because the signatories believe it protects 
them more effectively than does the UN. 

The international organization, of course, is 
not without its accomplishments. But they seem 
small in the face of the world’s great unsolved 
problem: the conflict of East and West. Actually, 
this conflict prevents the UN from being fully 
useful. Its functioning is predicated on har- 
mony between the great powers. It was not 
created to bring about that harmony. And yet 
it may do so. Its greatest value is that it keeps 
the parties to the big quarrel together. So long 
as they keep coming to the same table, there is 
the possibility that they may eventually agree. 

Certainly, no other world organization can be 
imagined which would function any better under 
present conidtions. ‘As former French Foreign 
Minister Bidault said, ‘the misunderstanding re- 
sides in men, not in structures.” So there is no 
need to stop the builders in New York. Their 
work may still be a temple of peace. 
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Red Hunters Run a Risk 


It is good to know that University of Chicago 
officials have asked the Illinois Seditious Activi- 
ties Commission to extend its hearings so fac- 
ulty members charged with “Communist-front” 
affiliations may speak in defense of themselves. 
This suggests the possibility that State Senator 
Broyles and his conferes may get a surprise. 

Just 15 years ago a similar Springfield witch 
hunt attacked Prof. Robert Morss Lovett, a dis- 
tinguished professor of English literature, as 
“unpatriotic” and “no asset to the university.” 
Then the faces of his little detractors turned 
red. When that unfit citizen spoke, they found 
out that his only son, Robert Morss Lovett Jr., a 
soldier in the United States Army, was killed in 
the heroic battle at Belleau Wood in 1918. 
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Test in the Malmedy Case 

There is a sense in which the retelling of the 
details of the horrible Malmedy massacre is use- 
ful and another in which it is no good at all. 
The useful connection is that it reminds Ameri- 
cans just how brutal the Nazis were and how the 
rule of the tooth and the claw would assert itself 
again if war were to come. The bad effect is 
that it tends to distract attention from the main 
issue in the protests which have arisen follow- 
ing the trial of German storm troopers for the 
Malmedy murders. 

The issue is not the outrage of shooting down 
American prisoners in cold blood in Belgium at 
a critical point in the Battle of the Bulge. There 
is no condoning that, not the slightest defense 
for it. Sgt. Kenneth F. Ahrens of Erie, Pa., who 
went through that terrible experience, and saw 
his comrades mowed down around him after 
they were searched for watches, rings and other 
possessions, has a right always to feel bitter 
toward the Nazi killers. 

What is under review, however, is something 
quite different—our own conduct, our own con- 
duct in peace rather than war. The question 
which has been before Gen. Clay is the extent 
to which deceit and trickery and threat and 
physical violence were practiced by the Ameri- 
can military prosecutors of the accused Ger- 
mans. American judges have made disinterested 
investigations. They have produced shocking 
reports which attest to practices that would have 
no place in American court procedure, military 
or civilian, overseas or at home. 

Were the accused beaten and otherwise mis- 
treated? Were they unfairly convicted? If so, 
their trials are invalid. That and actually noth- 
ing else should be under consideration in the 
official congressional investigation. 
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Unfair to Urban Missouri 

Even if the rural road bill were otherwise 
sound, which it is not, it would be grossly un- 
fair to residents of St. Louis, Kansas City and 
other Missouri cities. 

The bill gives counties earmarked gasoline tax 
money for local roads without requiring them 
to supplement the money with local taxes. It 
is anticipated that a number of rural counties 
would then repeal or virtually repeal their local 
road levies, shifting all or most of the cost to 
the state. If this view seems gloomy, it is ex- 
actly what a number of counties have done with 
state school funds. They still have poor schools, 
only they have managed to shift much of the 
cost to the cities, which contribute the lion’s 
share of state revenues. 

The cities, because of their greater means, 
have for many years contributed more than their 
proportionate share toward the development of 
all Missouri. But this attempt to shift the cost 
of local rural roads to the cities amounts to a

Illinois Struggles for Emancipation 


From the Courier-Journal (Louisville) 


The inaugural address of Illinois’ intelli- 
gent new Governor, Adlai Stevenson, listed 
a constitutional convention as high among 
the state’s needs. The Illinois Constitution, 
written in 1870, is as restrictive as Ken- 
tucky’s in some respects and even more s0 
in others. Gov. Stevenson felt that only a 
thorough overhaul of the outdated docu- 
ment could give Illinois the sort of govern- 
ment modern voters need and expect. 


The constitution describes the proceduré 
by which a convention may be called, and 
it is such as to make 
the calling a task of 
heroic proportions. 
The Legislature must 
vote by a two-thirds 
majority for the 
holding of a referen- 
dum on the subject 
of a convention. But 
the Illinois Legisla- 
ture is conditioned 
by the present Con- 
stitution and its 
rural members don’t 
want to give popu- 
lous Cook county a 
chance to enlarge its 
representation by the : 
sort of wholesale redistricting possible 
under a new constitution. 

Opposition, even to a legislative vote on 
the referendum, has been vociferous in 
some parts of Illinois, and among some 
Chicago groups. The Chicago Tribune has 
spoken eloquently for the opposing viéw- 
point, 

The people, it says, are well satisfied 
with the Constitution, but a referendum 
would be the signal for “agitators” to un- 
settle their minds, to write in drastic tax 
reforms and to “revise the bill of rights 
into something more acceptable to the CIO 
and other pressure groups.” 

Under the present Constitution, says the 
Tribune, virtuously, a citizen of IJinois can 
say what he pleases, meet with whom he 
pleases ... select his occupation, chose the 
church he wants to attend. He can’t be 
“railroaded to jail because of his political

opinions, for refusing to join a union or 
for any other reason dear to the heart of 
the pressure boys.” 

The Tribune’s broad implication is of 
course that those who would revise the 
Constitution wish to deprive Illinoisans of 
all these rights. 

Revision is supported by the Chicago and 
Illinois Bar Associations, the League of 
Women Voters, Association of Real Estate 
Boards, Congress of Parents and Teachers, 
Industrial Union Council of the CIO, Fed- 
eration of Women’s Clubs, and a number 
of other organizations. 

Among other reasons they point out is 
that it is virtually impossible to amend the 
present Constitution; that the rigidity with 
which it prescribes taxing procedures ties 
the hands of the state and municipalities, 
encourages tax-dodgers and has led to the 
creation of 15,594 separate taxing bodies 
throughout the state. 

Then there is the serious problem of re- 
districting. The Legislatures of the past 48 
years have united in refusing to authorize 
this because, under the present Constitu- 
tion, any redistricting would give Cook 
county and Chicago control over both 
Houses. At present, the state’s largest 
city and county are hamstrung by rural 
legislators. A new Constitution would per- 
mit redistricting on both a geographic and 
population basis, as in Congress. 

But “con-con”—the somewhat mystifying 
abbreviation adopted by Chicago headline 
writers to identify the whole discussion— 
is stalemated at,the moment. 

A minimum of 102 votes was necessary 
for passage, But when an unofficial tally 
reached 96 for and 46 against, it became 
obvious that enough legislators had ab- 
sented themselves to render passage im- 
possible. So the whole thing must be fought 
out again before the Legislature adjourns, 
and its opponents will continue to fight 
doggedly to prevent a final count. 

Kentucky, which has long been consider- 
ing its own constitutional troubles, will 
watch Illinois’ struggle for emancipation 
with interest and sympathy.

The American Legion’s lobbyist in Wash- 
ington, Col. John Thomas Taylor, certainly 
did his organization and the veterans in 
general no good by his high-handed man- 
ner in upholding a modified pension Dill 
before the House Veterans Affairs Com- 
mittee. 


Col. Taylor said later that he did not in- 
tend to make a threat that any member of 
Congress who dared to oppose pensions 
would be defeated at the polls. But he cer- 
tainly said some things that would make 
the hair rise on the neck of any red- 
blooded American Congressman. who 
thought he was doing his duty.

above listed book took upon himself the.

“People,” he says, 
“are more fascinating to me than historic 
monuments, cathedrals, factories, or other. 
evidence of material progress.” It was his 
purpose to meet and talk with cab drivers, 
farmers, fighters, tavern keeptrs, workers, 
horse trainers, chorus girls and now and 
then a cabinet member or a prime minister 
so as not to disturb too much the balance 
of his investigations. 

This book is an interesting though some- 
times tedious account of what he found in 

his roving. Now that 
he is back in the 
United States he 
reads daily in our 
newspapers stern 
warnings of what 
Russia will do in 
Western Europe. He 
sees dire prophecies 
that one day all Eu- 
rope will go Commu- 
nist. “When I reag 
these things I think 
of the hundreds [I 
met in dozens of 
countries and I am 
: not ‘alarmed,” he 

Quentin Reynolds writes. “I know that 
democracy is stronger than we realize; you 
can kick it around and suppress it tempo- 
rarily, but democracy has more lives than 
a cat. Democracy is too tough to kill and‘ 
if there is one conviction in this book, that 
is it.” 

Gradually, through the eyes of the peo- 
ple, the author says he found democracy 
as a growing force in Europe and not a 
doormat for the use of Communists. He 
concludes that democracy has a wonderful 
secret weapon which will never be due 
plicated by any totalitarian state. That 
secret weapon is the people who, even- 
tually, will cause it to spread throughout

Simple but Effective 


EVERGREEN, by Edward Holstius. (Doubleday & Co., 


Garden City, N. Y., 302 pgs., $3.) 


Sometimes a reviewer is hard put to de- 
scribe what he specially likes about a 
novel. He knows that it has pleased him, 
that its total effect is good, and that a 
great many people will probably enjoy it, 
but he finds it difficult to analyze what to 
him is the book’s appeal. 

Such a novel is “Evergreen.” It is a 
simply told story of life in better-class 
Tandon in the 1920s and early 30s. Though 
there are many other characters, most of 
them surprisingly well drawn, it is con- 
cerned specifically with three people: 
Loraine Follett; her close friend Shandy, 
whom she might have married; and Bene- 
dict Drew, her husband. 

Benedict is the chief character, and a 
great deal of effort has gone into making 
him credible. An artist temperamentally, 
he is gay, ruthess, weak and at the same 
time strong; and other persons do not 
easily resist his charm. His downfall, 
which from the beginning is inevitable, is 
not entirely his fault, and although at one 
point in the story everyone turfs against 
him, many a reader will be inclined to 
forgive him. This can be true only because 
Mr. Holstius has endowed his character 
with very human traits. — 

The story is hardly more than Loraine’s 
trials in putting up with her husband and 
in Shandy’s steadfastness toward her. It is 
cleverly written in a prologue, three books, 
and an epilogue, and is told partly in the 
first person and partly in the third person. 
There is a surprise ending which seems 
appropriate, though it will not please every- 
one’s sense of justice. '

{ERE is good reason to think that the political tide is turning in

tide by anything he has said or done. It is because the business 


is not because he has turned the 


cycle is again entering a phase which comports with the political 
interests of the Democratic party. 


The disinflation and the reces- 
sion, which Mr. Truman did not 


foresee during 
the campaign, as 
they develop, 
make increasing- 
ly plausible and 
popular the large 
and varied prom- 
ises to so many 
groups and lo- 
calities and re- 
gions which he 
made during the 
campaign. 

Mr. Truman 
did not plan it 
that way. He 
thought he was fighting inflation. 
But the kind of program which 
he inherited from Mr. Roosevelt 
works best against a deflation. 
There is a deflation, and the re- 
cession which it is causing will 
turn out to be a political windfall 
for Mr. Truman and the New Deal 
and Fair Deal Democrats. So 
what Mr. Truman has lost as an 
economic prophet who guessed 
wrong about the business cycle 
will be made up by what he stands 
to gain as a Democratic politician. 


Thrives on Hardship. 


The ups and downs of the Tru- 
man Administration, leaving out 
foreign affairs, can best be ex- 
plained, it seems to me, by re- 
membering that the Democratic 
party which Roosevelt organized 
is a coalition of farmers, wage- 
earners, business Men, and pro- 
motors of public projects. It was 
brought together during the great 
depression of 1929, and it is held 
together by the use of public 
money in the form of loans, sub- 
sidies, grants-in-aid and federal 
expenditures, 

This party flourishes politically 
when economic conditions call for 
the expenditure and investment of 
public funds—when reflation, not 
disinflation or deflation, is the 
order of the day. It is not a 
party of financial austerity and 
monetary respectability—that is 
to say, of hard money, balanced 
budgets, thrift and economy. 

When Mr. Truman became Presi- 
dent in 1945 he was told by the 
economists whom he _ inherited 
from Roosevelt that the end of the 
war would mean a depression. 
When the war contracts were can- 
celled, the war industries shut 
down, the Army demobilized, there 
would be, he was told, unemploy- 
ment and bad business. 


Wrong Time. 


Mr. Truman made his political 
plans accordingly. There was to 
be at once another large install- 
ment of the New Deal with the 
Government backing wage in- 
creases and large Federal expen- 
ditures. But Mr. Truman’s eco- 
nomic advisers had guessed wrong. 

Instead of a depression, there 
was an inflation which called for all 
the measures of austerity that are 
go alien to the New Deal vhilo- 
sophy and program. As a result 
Mr. Truman, who was in the 
wrong phase of the business cycle, 
got into fearful political troubles, 
lost control of his Congress, and 
got the famous LEightieth Con- 
gress. 

This was the period when Mr. 
Truman’s prestige sank to low ebb, 
when he was very nearly denied 
the nomination by his own party 
—in the last analysis because he 
did not know how to lead a party 
which is committed to an infla- 
tionary program in a time when 


the country was suffering from 
inflation. 


Nevertheless, he was elected— 
almost certainly as we can now 
see in retrospect—because the 
farmers and the wage earners 
were more afraid of a bust than of 


‘(ition and 


vge}ithe boom, and were already appre- 


hensive by the late summer and 
autumn that a recession might be 
coming. Mr. Truman in his cam- 
paign had played it both ways— 
making resounding speeches about 
how he was going to fight infla- 
resounding speeches 
promising all sorts of things that 
would be highly inflationary. 


Facing Both Ways... 


When the Ejighty-first Congress 
met, he continued to play it both 
ways. He had a program to com- 
bat inflation—new taxes, restric- 
tion of credit and a system of 
price controls, allocation, and even 
rationing. He also had a program 


to combat deflation — new social 
welfare measures of all kinds at 
home and Point Four, the bold 
rew program, as well as European 
reurmament abroad. 


During February and March the 
Administration did not know 
which of the two opposite ways to 
go. While business was receding, 
Mr. Truman was still supporting 
his economists who were saying 
that the inf'ation would get 
worse. But Mr. Truman was also 
supporting the inflation measures 
of the Fair Deal. 


During this period of hesitation, 
nut sure what decision to make as 
to the main direction. the Admir- 
istration stalled. It let Congress 
get itself well snarled up over 
civil rights, the rules of the Sen- 
ate, and the filituster, and Mr 
Truman went off to Florida to 
think it over. 

When he returned, it was auite 
evident that deflation, not infla- 
tion, was dominant and that a re- 
cession, a fall in farm prices and 
increasing unempluyment were on 
the way. Because of the decline 
in corporate and personal inc.mes 
the deficit for this quarter (April, 
May, June) may be two billion 
dcllars, and for the next fiscal 
year it may be more than five bil- 
lion, perhaps neacer eight billicn. 


More Deficits. 


Now if Mr. Truman were still 
holding to his Jansary doctrine, 
he would be insisting on larger 
taxes and lower expenditures. But 
Mr. Truman is aimost certainly 
now revising his doctrine. Now 
that there is a recession, he will 
listen to the auther.tic New Deal- 
ers in his party. 

It is a reasonably safe predic- 
tion that within the near future 
the Administration will work out 
a program for the farmers, for 
the wage earners, and for public 
works in various parts of the 
country, for public investment at 
home and abroad, and for incen- 
tives to private investment—all 
of it resting not upon a balanced 
budget but upon a policy of de- 
ficit financing. The anti-infla- 
tionary measures in the original 
Truman program will be discard- 
ed. The dragon he goes out to 
slay will not be the boom but 
the bust, and the second great 
phase of the New Deal will in fact 
be inaugurated. 

That, apart from what any one 
likes or dislikes about it, is, I 
venture to think, what will result 
from the fact that the Democrats 
have a great majority in Con- 
gress as the business cycle enters 


the phase of deflation.

OR a long time now Congress has been batting back and forth 
that word, housing.

In spite of all 
that the private 
housing lobby 
could do, the 
Senate has now 

ed a Dill 
calling for con- 
struction of 810,- 
000 home units over a period of 
six years. For slum clearance, the 
measure provides $1,500,000,000 in 
federal loans and grants. The 
Senate, of course, has done this 
twice before and a handful of ob- 
structionists in the House have 
always blocked it. 


Merited Applause. 


Today, however, there is general 
confidence the House will be al- 
lowed to vote on the Dill and, if 
they vote, they will adopt it. Both 
Speaker Sam Rayburn and Ma- 
jority Leader John McCormack 
have expressed their optimism to 
President Truman. 

If these ,confident forecasts 
prove true, several people will be 
able to step forward and take 
merited applause. One will be the 
President, who has consistently 
ever since he has been in the 
White House, and long before 
that in the Senate, urged the need 
for Government help in building 
homes for families whose incomes 
are so low they cannot afford a 
decent place to live. 


Taft’s Hard Fight. 


Another will be Senator Taft of 
Ohio. Taft’s sponsorship of hous- 
ing by Government subsidy goes 
back nearly as far as the Presi- 
dent’s. In 1945 he joined with two 
Democrats, Senators Wagner of 
New York and Ellender of Louisi- 
ana, to sponsor a public housing 
bill. 

Taft, who favors more limited 
assistance gw os eigen car 
tion posal, ups an 
Sams as a champion of public aid 
in home building. In both the 
Seventy-ninth and Eightieth Con- 
gress the Senate passed bills of 
which Taft was a sponsor. But in 
spite of all the prestige and 
power he wields in the Republican 
party, he could not move the half- 
dozen leaders in the House who 


were holding the door shut against 
any consideration of the Dill. 

So far as his convictions go, 
Taft has never wavered. The in- 
tensity of his feeling came out 
once again in the highly publicized 
episode of his 
speech before the Republican Pol- 
icy Committee. 

That speech, in which he told 
his fellow-Republicans that the 
party could never win an election 
so long as they opposed every 
measure of social reform, puts 
Taft in the most interesting po- 
litical spot in the Capital. 


1 Bitter Bricker. 


He becomes the blunt, outspoken 
challenger feared within both the 
Republican and Democratic par- 
ties, That has always been more 
or less his role, but until his 
speech he has never so openly 
challenged the right wing of Re- 
publicanism. 

In his own party, Taft is re- 
sented particularly by such men 
as his Ohio colleague, Senator 
Bricker. Bricker, an avowed 
spokesman for the real estate lob- 
by, sees Taft in the same light 
that Franklin Roosevelt’s rich and 
conservative friends regarded the

246 Students Taken Into Phi 
Beta Kappa, Sigma Xi 
—Assembly in Chapel. 


Washington University chapters 
of Phi Beta Kappa, national 
scholastic honor fraternity, and 
Sigma Xi, national scientific hon- 
or society, initiated 246 under- 
graduates and graduate students 
this morning. 

Secret initiation ceremonies 
held for each group were fol- 
lowed by a joint assembly in 
Graham Memorial Chapel. 

Phi Beta Kappa initiated 38 
students and one member of the 
faculty and Sigma Xi initiated 


1386 undergraduates into associ- 
ate membership and 71 into full 
membership. 

Prof. Walter Agard, chairman 
of the department of classics at 
the University of Wisconsin and 
principal speaker at the initiation 
ceremonies, said educators should 
guide into broader channels the 
trend toward excessive specializa- 
tion, a movement which he 
termed “dangerous.” 
“Individually, our students are 
becoming too vocationally 
minded,” he _ said. “Vocational 
training is in itself a good thing, 
but it must not be allowed to 
flourish at the expense of a thor- 
ough general education. It may 
keep specialists from achieving the 
highest success in their own 
fields.” 

Examples of an overspecialized 
Germany in the recent past and 
of an overspecialized Russia to- 
day point up the danger, he said, 
indicating the most dangerous 
overspecialization — patriotism — 
now is international in scale, Mod- 
ern methods of destruction make 
international understanding and 
co-operation imperative, he said, 
and universities can lead the way 
by forming foreign-area institutes 
and exchanging teachers and stu- 
dents on a wide scale.

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NEW YORK, April 26 (AP) — 
The United Nations General As- 
sembly yesterday condemned So- 
viet refusals to lift the iron cur- 
tain separatingRussian wives from 
foreign husbands. 


It made a final and apparently 
vain appeal to Russia to permit 
Soviet wives to join their husbands 
abroad. Several hundred wives of 
Americans, Britons and other for- 
eigners are kept separated from 
their husbands under the Soviet 
restriction against the departure 
of Russian nationals to foreign 
| lands. 


Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt 
made the final appeal for the 
United States. She asked Assem- 
bly delegations to decide for them- 
selves whether American women 
are more enslaved to their kitchens 
than Russian women are. 

This was in reply to Soviet ar- 
guments that the Russians are 
keeping their women in the So- 
viet Union rather than submit 
them to the drudgeries of house- 
work they say is the lot of wives 
outside the iron curtain. 

The Assembly’s vote in the Rus- 
sian wives case was 39 to 6 with 
11 absentions. This completed ac- 
tion started at the Paris Assem- 
bly last fall by Chile. 


BOHANNON JURY LOCKED UP 
TO BAR ANY BRIBERY ATTEMPT 


The second trial of Oscar Bo- 
hannon, former convict, on charges 
of automobile theft continued to- 
day after the jury had been locked 
up last night to prevent any 
further attempts at bribery. 


Circuit Judge Joseph J. Ward, 
in whose court the case is being 
heard, announced when the last 
hearing ended in a mistrial that 
he would follow the procedure 


used in more important cases. 
Bohannon is being tried under the 
provisions of the habitual criminal 
act. He faces a maximum sentence 
of 10 years imprisonment, if con- 
victed. 

After the first day of testimony 
in the previous trial, a juror, An- 
drew H. Tyrpak, told the court he 
had been offered $700 to find a 
verdict of acquittal for Bohannon. 
Oliver Jack Sibley, former convict 
and friend of Bohannon, was in- 
dicted for the attempted bribery. 
The Bohannon case is expected to 
end today, but if it does not, Judge 
Ward said the jury would be 
locked up again tonight. 


JURY REFUSES TO INDICT MAN 
FOR GIVING ILL FRIEND PISTOL 


NEW YORK, April 26 (UP) — 
A grand jury declined yesterday 
to indict an unemployed, 60-year- 
old immigrant on a charge of 
helping his best friend kill him- 
self to escape the constant pain 
of cancer. 

Frederick Berwich, an unem- 
ployed dishwasher, was _ indicted, 
however, on a charge of violating 
the law against illegal possession 
of firearms. He was arraigned in 
General Sessions Court. Judge 
John A. Mullen deferred pleading 
until April 29 at Berwick’s re- 
quest. 

Berwick had been held on a 
charge of “aiding and abetting” 
the suicide of Joseph Ziakowski, 
65, who had been his boyhood 
friend in Russia. Police said he 
confessed giving Ziakowski a 
pistol. “He was my best friend,” 
Berwick, a slight, balding, be- 
spectacled man, told police. “I 
couldn’t bear to see him suffer. I 
think it was the human thing to 
do.”

SUIT OF ClO UNION AGAINST 
ATOMIC BOARD IS DISMISSED 


WASHINGTON, April 26 (AP) 
—United States District Court 
yesterday dismissed the CIO 
United Electrical Workers’ $1,000,- 
0CO damage suit filed against the 
Atomic Energy Commission and 
the General Electric Co. in a dis- 
pute over the union’s right to 
represent atomic workers. 

Judge F. Dickinson Letts held 
that Congress, in the Atomic 
Energy Act, had placed the sub- 
ject in the hands of the Atomic 
Energy Commission. 

The union had based its suit on 
refusal of David E. Lilienthal, 
chairman of. the Atomic Energy 
Commission, to recognize the 
union’s contract in a General Elec- 
tric atomic laboratory at Sche- 
nectady, N. Y. 

Lilienthal had directed that 
General Electric withdraw recog- 
nition from the union of certain 
atomic jobs because of what he 
called failure of various UEW of- 
ficers to clear up charges of Com- 
munist association and their fail- 
ure to file non-Communist affi- 
davits under the Taft-Hartley la- 
bor law. 


MAIL CLERK PUT ON PROBATION 
IN EMBEZZLEMENT CASE 


A sentence of a year and a day 
in the penitentiary imposed on 
Arthur J. McGinnis, postal clerk 
who pleaded guilty of embezzle- 
ment, was suspended by United 
States District Judge Rubey M. 
Hulen today and McGinnis was 
placed on probation for five years. 

McGinnis admitted he had over- 
stated the postage due on parcel 
post packages and had pocketed 
the difference. He was trapped 
last Dec. 16 when post office in- 
spectors sent 29 dummy parcels 
through his window at the main 
post office.

Even the State Department men 
‘are huddled together in a power- 
|less “diplomatic section” under the 
| direct orders of the military. They 
rere cables to Washington only 
through Army “channels,” and at 
ithe Army’s pleasure. 

On more than one occasion the 
|Army has not been pleased, and 
cables to the State Department 
have been briskly stopped at the 
source, 

More than any other city in the 
world since the war ended, this 
is the Army’s city. This. indeed, 
is the Army’s country. Here the 
Army reigns supreme, unchal- 
lenged, with all the Army’s pecu- 
liar faulfs and virtues. Thus, the 
men with Army rank have become 
a special caste within the huge 
American community. 

But the American communitv 
has itself become, with all the 
best will in the world, a special 
caste—a new Japanese ruling 
class, as remote, isolated, all pow- 
erful and immensely rich as the 
“above-the-clouds dwellers” of the 
Kania Kura Shogunate. 

By American standards, this new 
ruling cwass lives only the familiar 
life of prosperous American su- 
burbia—golf, cocktail parties, Sat- 
urday night hops (in the ballroom 
of Frank Lloyd Wright’s famous 
Imperial Hotel), Coca-Cola and 
steak dinners. 

The gulf between this comfort- 
able existence and the sullen Jap- 
anese struggle to live is as strik- 
ing as the contrast between the 
sleek new cars of the.rulers and 
the ancient, charcoal-burning ja- 
lopies which are the priviieged 
possession of the richest of the 
ruled. 


Subtle Distinctions. 


There are more subtle distinc- 
tions. Military regulations, which 
appear to be modeled on those of 
a southern Army camp, have cre- 
ated an almost’ unbridgeable 
chasm between the: “indigenous 
personnel” and the American rul- 
ing class. The meeting places— 
restaurants, hotels, bars—of each 
are forbidden to. the other. If an 
American, civilian or otherwise, is 
found visiting a Japanese friend 
after 11 o’clock at night, he may 
be hauled off by the watchful mil- 


itary police to face charges. 

Japanese cabinet ministers come 
to the offices of subordinate Amer- 
ican officials for “advice” which 
has virtually .the force of law. 
Twentieth-century American Ja- 
pan has a little in commion with 
nineteenth-century British India. 

All this is partly understandable. 
A military occupation is, by defi- 
nition, run by the military. Con- 
querors cannot be expected to live 
in misery to spare the feelings of 
the conquered. Only a fool would 
propose the total withdrawal of 
American military power or civil 
authority from Japan. Only a fool 
would deny that the occupation of 
Japan has some remarkable 
achievements to its credit. 

Yet the way in which Japan is 
now being governed by the United 
States is profoundly unhealthy. It 
will become more so with every 
passing month. Perhaps no better 
way can be found, but it is worth 
looking for one. 


U.S. CORN STOCKS LARGEST 
ON RECORD THIS TIME OF YEAR 


WASHINGTON, April 26 (UP)— 
United States corn stocks are the 
largest in history for this time of 
year, agriculture officials said to- 


day. 

A department survey showed 
that corn stocks in all positions 
on April 1 totaled 1,833,325,000 
bushels. This is the largest 
amount reported for that date in 
the seven years that the depart- 
ment has collected complete statis- 
tics. 

Officials called it a record for 
April 1. The largest stock ever 
reported in surveys previous to 
1943 was  1,442,000,000 bushels. 
While these earlier surveys did not 
include interior warehouses, offi- 
cials said corn stocks in that po- 
sition probably had never exceed- 
ed 50,000,C390 bushels. 


STATE’S $00,000 AUTO PLATES 
MAY NOT MEET THE DEMAND 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., April 
26 (AP)—The 900,000 automobile 
license plates made for the state 
may not be enough to take care of 
the demand, John H. Allison, su- 
pervisor of the Motor Vehicle Reg- 
istration, said yesterday. 

Allison said there are only about 
50,000 more passenger license 
plates to sell. The deadline is 
May 4. After that drivers without 
new plates will be subject to ar- 
rest. 

Last year, he said, 876,000 plates 
were sold for passenger cars. Of 
the 230,000 truck plates manufac- 
tured, about 200,000 have been sold 
to date, he said. There were 227,- 


000 sold last year.

HEN toilers on their way to

radios give forth, not only with 
that soothing morning music, but 
with announcements about the 
Midwestern premiere of the mo- 
tion picture, “We Were Strang- 
ers,” they will know that Ed Ros- 
enbaum, the veteran tub thumper, 
has been at work. M on 
Public Service conveyances, where 
the public can’t flip a switch or 
turn a page, are new and after 50 
years of publicizing theater and 
movie productions, Ed is always 
happy to find a new angle. 

He has uncovered many an 
angle and thrown many a curve 
in his half century of show busi- 
ness, the first eight spent as er- 
rand boy, theater Manager, and 
company representative, the last 
42 as press agent, public relations 
counsel, or, to use the title of the 
autobiography he’s writing, “Tub 
Thumper.” A luncheon - length 
conversation with Ed is a liberal 
education in the art of theatrical 


publicizing. He can tell you about, 


the time Eva Tanguay stuck a 
stagehand with a hat pin, the day 
he was sent to report on a new 
burlesque comedienne who became 
famous as Fannie Brice, the build- 
up of Georgie Jessel, Tom Mix, 
and a score of stars from bit play- 
ers. But his best stories are on his 
efforts to put the failing Ziegfeld 
Follies on its legs, and then keep 
those legs in the news, 

“Many people don’t know it,” 
Ed says, “but the Follies almost 
folded before they got under way. 
The original Follies of 1907 was a 
roof garden show and when they 
took it into a theater it failed. 
Ziegfeld wanted to close down but 
his partner, Erlanger, objected. 
“We'll go on the road until we 
make expenses,’ he said. I was 
engaged for two weeks, with apol- 
ogies. I ended up staying on the 
job five years.” 

Up to that time, Ed had been 
an office boy for famed producer 
Charles Frohman, then company 
manager for Thomas Jefferson, 
Joe Jefferson’s son, but he had 
never done any press agentry, 

“I didn’t quite know how to go 
about it,” he recalls, “but at our 
first stop in Washington, there 
was a big flagpole in front of the 
Old National Theater, so I got the 
idea of putting up a flag Ziegfeld 
had had made. It was the biggest 
flag ever made and it turned out 
to be so big it cracked the flag- 
pole. That gave me an idea. I went 
to a drugstore and asked the drug- 
gist to put my arm in splints. I 
said I’d tried to gain the affec- 
tions of a young lady but wasn’t 
having any luck so I wanted to 
work on her sympathies: He did 
it in exchange for two passes to 
the Follies. 

“Then I sent out a story that

the man putting up a flag at 
the National Theater had fallen 
to the edge of the roof and would 
bave fallen to the earth but for 
the superhuman effort of the

“All day long I sat there, my 
arm in a sling, waiting for verifi- 
cation. Not a soul called up .I 
thought, ‘As a press agent you're 
a bum. Go back to something you 
can do.’ But that evening there 
was my story, right on the front 
page. I said, ‘Now I know I’m 
in.’ ”? 

From Washington, Ed took the 
Follies to Baltimore, where he 
pulled off one of his favorite of 
all time gags. Advance sales for 
the Follies were very slow.so Ed, 
On an impulse, called on the presi- 
dent of the newly formed Mary- 
land Automobile Club and sug- 
gested that they would benefit 
mutually if six prominent mem- 
bers of the club would drive their 
Stanley Steamers halfway to 
Washington to meet Ziegfeld’s 
Anna Held girls and escort them 
back to Baltimore for a cham- 
pagne party which Ziegfeld would 
throw. 

The idea was a fine one except 
that the president, a _ practical 
joker, gave the names of six staid 
and dignified citizens, without 
consulting them. The next day 


newspaper announcement of their 
names was headlined with, “Balti- 
more Men Will Meet Anna Held 
Girls Halfway.” Six wives threat- 
ened divorce and six men threat- 


ened lawsuits. The newspapers re- 
tracted in e story as good or bet- 
ter than the first. Over a picture 
of the Anna Held girls in tights, 
the headlines read, “Baltimore 
Men Won’t Meet Girls—Wives 
Won’t Let ’Em.” By this time, 
the Follies were sold out in Balti- 
more and Ed was on his way to 
Boston planning a new story.

D recalls that his 1907 visit to 
E St. Louis with the Follies oc- 

curred at the time that one- 
cent sales were first started. He 
had discovered that the public 
which shied away from free open- 
ing night tickets or tickets at half 
price loved the idea of a ticket 
for a few pennies with every pur- 
chase of a full price ticket. The 
problem was finding a prominent 
place of sale. But he solved this 
by sending the Olympia theater 
manager to a certain department 
store that was having a birthday 
sale. 

“He told the company officials 
that he couldn’t promise but it 
was possible he could persuade 
the Ziegfeld advance man to sell 
tickets for opening night, one 


ticket for the full price, one for 


five cents, in their store,” Ed 
chuckles.

Lie and sit are instransitive 
verbs and take no objects.

North answered the question 
with a great deal of vehemence.

How was I to know 
that we had any play for a club 
game? You would have bid ex- 
actly the same way with seven 
clubs to the A-Q-J and nothing 
else.” 

South protested that a vulner- 
able side couldn’t afford to double 
non-vulnerable opponents at such 
a low level and perhaps miss 
game. 

All of South’s arguments were 
extremely shabby. It was vital 
that he adopt some action that 
would give North a fair idea of 
the strength of South’s hand, and 
certainly the two- and three-club 
bids failed in that respect. Par- 
ticularly since he was void of 
North’s suit, South should have 
doubled the two-diamond call with 
high enthusiasm, whether the op- 
ponents were or were not vulner- 
able. 

Even though North-South missed 
a vulnerable game, they would 
have collected plenty of compen- 
sation!
